Luciano Dies 


Heart Attack Ends 


Lifetime of Crime 


NEW YORK (A P)—They don’t 
seem to m ake them any more 
like Lucky Luciano, who dropped 
dead Friday in exile in Italy— 
and it’s just as well they don’t. 
He m ay well have been the last 
of the really big-time racketeers. 
There s still Frank Costello, the 
aging onetime prim e m inister of 
the underworld. Like Luciano, he 
em erged from 
prohibition 
as a 
m an for the law to reckon with. 
But Uncle Frank never wielded 
the naked power of Luciano, who 
long held title in the underworld 
as "The Boss” — and in capital 
letters. 
Luciano would never have been 
cast by Hollywood as a gang 
leader. He w as a bushy-browed 
m an with gray hair. His cheeks 
were rather paunchy, his nose 
wide. He dressed well, favoring 
silk underw ear 
and 
shirts. 
He 
came out of prison once with 
m anicured nails and sporting an 
expensive 
jeweled 
w rist 
watch 
and ring. 
F rancis W. H. Adams, form er 
New 
York police com m issioner 
who represented Luciano on ap­ 
peal from his vice sentence, said: 
“ He was a person of very great 
reserve, a very quiet m an. He 
had a soft voice. He was a fasti 
dious man. But you might call 
him nondescript otherw ise — if 
you saw him on the street and 
didn’t know him, he wouldn’t at­ 
tract your attention one way or 
the other.” 
He was born Salvatore Lucania 
in Sicily 64 years ago. He cam e 
to the United States at the age of 
nine, went through the fifth grade 
in public school and was in trou­ 
ble on a narcotics charge when 
he w as 18. He gained a reputa­ 
tion for coolness in a tight spot, 
and the nicknam e “ Lucky” when 
he cam e back alive from a gang­ 
land ride in 1929. 
He w as an associate during 
prohibition of such racketeers as 
AI Capone, Frankie Yale, Arnold 
Rothstein and Legs Diamond — 
and outlived them all.

Sunday morning. 


The Ranger is expected to miss 
the moon by about 25,000 miles, 
but project officials say useful 
photographs m ay be obtained at 
this distance. 


Scientists said it would be hours 
before they would know the effect 
of their radio comm ands on the 
vehicle. 


The speed was increased so that 
the Ranger will cross the m oon’s 
orbital path while in Goldstone’s 
line of sight. Goldstone is the only 
tracking station capable of issuing 
comm ands to the wayw ard space­ 
craft. 


The change of speed and direc­ 
tion was achieved by igniting a 
small 
m idcourse 
rocket 
engine 
aboard the craft. When the m a­ 
neuver com m and was given, R an­ 
ger 3 w as 100,398 statute miles 
from earth and its speed 5.418 
miles per hour. It had been losing 
speed gradually because of the 
earth ’s gravitational pull. 


The Ranger 3 was fired into or­ 
bit around the earth Friday from 
this rocket base. Then rockets 
w ere restarted to yank the moon­ 
ship out of orbit and boost it up 
to escape velocity, 24,500 miles 
per hour, heading it tow ard the 
moon. 


The rocket engines gave 
the 
moon 
ship too great 
a shove, 
which 
m eant it would reach 
its 
intended 
rendezvous 
point with 
the moon ll to 16 hours before 
the moon got there. 


The 
m o o n ship 
would 
go 
hurtling onward into space and 
into orbit around the sun. 
The craft carried panels of so 
lar cells, extended like wings, to 
capture the sun s light and con­ 
vert it into electric power. In its 
nose it carried a moon-quake re­ 
corder. 
Scientists would 
have 
liked to land this on the moon 
for 30 days of reports on m eteor­ 
ite im pacts and possible trem ors 
m the moon s m ass. This is out 
now. 
But two other experim ents can 
still be useful. 
Telescopic tele­ 
vision cam eras in the moon ship 
m ay still take and relay to earth 
pictures of the moon’s surface. 
Another device for m easuring 
high-energy X rays, em itted by 
m aterials in the lunar surface, 
might still obtain im portant data 
on whether moon rocks are sim ­ 
ilar to earth rocks, or are m ore 
like m eteorites. Inform ation like 
this could bear on the origin of 
the moon itself. 
The picture of the lunar su r­ 
face would not be the first. The 
Soviet Lunik III took pictures of 
the previously unseen back side 
of the moon from a distance of 
37,000 miles. 
In spite of missing the moon, 
the R anger 3 
moon 
ship n a ', 
not without success. 
Engineers 
planned to test the m aneuvering 
equipm ent aboard the spacecraft 
by com m anding it by radio to 
m ake 
certain 
position 
changes 
while it buries through space. 
The 
gold 
and 
silver-plated 
moonship was to have covered 
the distance to its 
rendezvous 
point in 66 hours. This distance is 
about 237,000 miles As the craft 
plunged toward the lunar surface, 
television cam eras were to have 
flashed a picture every 13 seconds 
to earth— IOO pictures in all which 
would

small as 12-feet in diam eter un­ 
der best conditions.

PUNTA DEL ESTE, Uruguay 
(A P) — The United States ap­ 
peared to give ground slightly in 
hard bargaining today over how 
and when to oust Prim e M inister 
Fidel C astro’s Cuba from inter- 
A m erican family councils. 
Signs pointed to a delay of at 
least 60 days in 
removing the 
Havana regim e from the agencies 
of the Organization of American 
States. 
Obviously w eary. Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk met until after 
midnight with representatives of 
the seven-nation go-slow bloc and 
the 13 hard-line foreign m inisters 
at the hem ispheric conference. 
He went back at it again today, 
first with the representatives of 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile and Co­

G uatem ala, Uruguay 
and Peru. 
Mexico w as reported standing 
firm against the U.S. demand for 
swift ouster of Cuba from OAS 
bodies, and was said to be even 
more adam ant than Brazil who 
has been leading the soft-line bloc 
until now. 
But according to sources in the 
U.S. delegation, chances are the 
United States will emerge with 
enough votes to get much it has 
been seeking. This would include 
a ban on arm s trade with Cuba— 
but with none of the other eco­ 


nomic sanctions the United States 
has been seeking—and a form ula 
for removing C astro’s Cuba from 
OAS, 
probably 
by 
a 
delayed 
action. 
Hope was expressed that an 
agreem ent would be reached by 
tonight in time to shape up a 
final declaration for a series of 
votes, paragraph by paragraph, 
and formal signature of the docu- 
mnt some time Monday. 
In moving into the lead of the 
go-slow bloc, Mexico argued there 
nothing in the OAS charter 
perm itting either suspension or 
expulsion of Cuba and insisted on 
appointment of an inter-American 
comm ittee to work out the legal 
steps.

Astronaut Removed 


From Capsule After 
Five-Hour W a it 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (A P) 
—The 
long-awaited, 
‘round-the­ 
o ry space flight of astronaut 
John H. Glenn Jr. was postponed 
again today—this tim e because of 
w eather—and President Kennedy 
expressed 
disappointm ent 
that 
was shared by all Am ericans. 
The w eather outlook 
for th* 
next two days w as reported un­ 
favorable, 
indicating 
the 
flight 
m ay be delayed until early next 
week. 
Probably no one was m ore un­ 
happy than the sturdy, 168-pound 
Glenn, a M arine lieutenant colo­ 
nel. 
Reported In Good Spirits 
During hours of w aiting In the 
cram ped confinement of his space 
capsule, waiting for the roar of 
Atlas rocket engines that would 
hurl him into space, he was re­ 
ported in good spirits and anxious 
only to get on with his historic 
mission. 
A heavy cloud cover over the 
launching area—which would have 
m ade it impossible to track the 
rocket visually in critical early 
stages of the flight—forced offi­ 
cials to call a postponement at 
9:10 a rn. for a t least 24 hours. 
Two m inutes before the ''scru b ’* 
decision was announced. O. 
B. 
Lloyd, information officer for the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, telephoned White 
House press secretary P ierre Sal­ 
inger at Palm Beach, Fla. 


Salinger im m ediately called the 
President, who had been watch­ 
ing preparations for the firing on 
television. He said Kennedy ex­ 
pressed his disappointm ent. 
Glenn's Wife Disappointed 
In Arlington. Va,, G lenn’s wife 
also was “ disappointed but look­ 
ing forward to the next shot.” 
However, there was no official 
word from the NASA on when the 
flight would be rescheduled. 
A w eather advisory at IO a m. 
said: 


“ Although 
good 
w eather 
still 
prevails in the recovery areas, a 
layer of clouds 7,000 feet high 
spread over central Florida dur­ 
ing the night and early morning. 
There are some breaks in the 
clouds but officials felt this is not

vehicle in flight.” 


“ The w eather outlook is unfa­ 
vorable for at least two m ore 
days, prim arily because of strong 
wind and rough seas in the west­ 
ern Atlantic.”

finally em erged—wearing a broad 
grin—at 
10:25 a.m ., five hours, 
13 m inutes after he had entered 
the craft.

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Drunken Driver: No. 1 Problem 


"Intox icated driv ers contribu ted to au to­ 
mobile fatalities in many cases," declares 
Dr. William A. Kolozsi, Colu mbiana Cou nty 
coroner, in a rev iew of his 1961 activ ities. 
The coroner, who has v iewed many bat­ 
tered and bru ised bodies on the morgu e 
slab, reaffirms the well-known fact that the 
dru nken driv er constitu tes one of the worst 
menaces on ou r highway s. 
The tipsy driv er, his senses du lled and his 
reflex es slowed by the alcohol he has con­ 
su med, too often is u naware that he is on 
the wrong side of the road or that the stop 
sign means that there’s a throu gh highway 
ahead. The u su al resu lting, agonizing crash 
leav es dead and inju red amid the twisted 
steel and broken glass. Tragically , many are 
innocent v ictims; 
someone’s mother or 
father or someone’s son or dau ghter who 
need not hav e died, ex cept that another 
dru nken driv er was on the loose. 
At least three traffic fatalities in the 


district this month were attribu ed to in­ 
tox icated driv ers. They will not be the last 
Dru nken driv ing is a national problem, 


if not a national disgrace, bu t inasmu ch as 


the bottle is u su ally within easy reach, per­ 
haps remedial steps and cou nter measu res 
shou ld be taken on a local lev el. May ba 
framed photographs 
of 
horrible wrecks 
hanging in tav erns wou ld hav e a sobering 
effect if v iewed early , and perhaps mini­ 
mu m fines of $500 to $1,000 for dru nken 
driv ing offenses wou ld help to cu rb tha 
drinking driv er’s appetite. Today they get 
off with a $100 or $150 fine and three day s 
spent in jail—at their conv enience. 
Ev en in a manslau ghter case, where a 
grand ju ry has indicted a motorist for a 
traffic fatality , the u su al sentence is pro­ 
bation. 
So, the dru nks get dru nker and the high­ 
way may hem continu es. 


In Restraint of Inefficiency 


The proposal to merge American 
and 
Eastern air lines cou ldn’t hav e been made 
at a more opportu ne time for shedding light 
on the proposed merger of the Pennsy lv ania 
anc. New York Central railroad sy stems. 
Here are two large components in the 
av iation indu stry telling the federal gov ern­ 
ment in effect that they hav e worked so 
hard to compete with railroads they now 
wou ld like to pool their resou rces to su r­ 
v iv e. They are asking for the right to re­ 
strain the inefficiency of their own com­ 
petition. 
Are not they also say ing to the gov ern­ 
ment in effect that competition with airlines 
hasn’t been hu rting the railroads as mu ch 
as inability to solv e the problems that hav e 
heen v ex ing all transportation. Airlines are 
f.ot immu ne nor tru ckers. Ev en the owners 
of priv ate au tomobiles hav e been wondering 
abou t the cost of transportation. 
Basically , the problem is too mu ch money 
for equ ipment bou ght new. too mu ch money 
to keep it operating, too mu ch for labor 
when labor mu st be employ ed, too little u se 
in off-hou rs and too mu ch u se in bu sy 
periods. 
Reading the reasons stated for distress 


among railroads and airlines, one is re­ 
minded of statements made in recent y ears 
abou t city bu s lines, which hav e a rou gh 
lime ev en u nder the most fav orable fran­ 


chises becau se they mu st pack all their 
pay ing bu siness into too few periods and then 
mark time on empty ru ns. 
It has been a generation since any ona 
competed for bu siness, or any other u tility . 
Bu t transportation especially , in the era of 
the priv ate au tomobile, is u nder special pres­ 
su re for su rv iv al—alway s being squ eezed 
between rising costs and stationary or fall- 
inc rev enu es. Other u tilities hav e been sav ed 
by rising rev enu s. 
The immediate qu estion is whether merg­ 
ers will be permitted in time to av ert fi­ 
nancial disaster. 
The 
middle-range 
qu estion 
is 
what 
comes after the mergers if getting rid of 
rt inou f competition isn’t enou gh to 
sav a 
♦he day . 
The long-range qu estion is how to stav e 
eff u ltimate state ownership and control 
of transportation sy stems that are indis­ 
pensable ev en thou gh they cannot recov er 
their costs.

Bar Association Blasts New Dictionary 


Sensitive Russians 


WASHINGTON - The mou nting 
Sov iet farm crisis may he far 
more seriou s than Sov iet ex perts 
here hav e realized. 
This, at least, was the ju dgment 
of top officials now stu dy ing an 
u nu su al pattern of Sov iet jam­ 
ming against Voice of American 
broadcasts of President Kennedy ’s 
State of the Union address. 
In ev ery one of 119 separate 
broadcasts of highlights of the 
State of the Union message Jan. 
11 by the "Voice,” Sov iet and 
Commu nist 
block 
transm tters 
were triggered into v iolent jam­ 
ming of the President’s words on 
American agricu ltu re.

It wax clear from the jamming 
pattern that two of the President’s 
sentences were particu larly odiou s 
to the Sov iet gov ernment. They 
were the following: 
"The rev olu tion on ou r own 
cou ntry side stands in the sharp­ 
est contrast to the repeated farm 
failu res of the Commu nist nations. 
Since 1950, ou r agricu ltu ral ou t­ 
pu t per man hou r was actu ally 
dou bled.” 


ON JAN. 12, Sov iet Premier 
Khru shchev disclosed that By e­ 
loru ssia fell far short of its pro­ 
du ction goals last y ear and may 
not be able to meet the qu otas of

editorial 
in 
the 
cu rrent 
Jou rnal of the American Bar As­ 
sociation — a grou p with nearly 
100,000 lawy er members — de­ 
nou nces the new “Webster’s Third 
International Dictionary , u nabrid­ 
ged,” as a "seriou s blow” to the 
"cau se of good English.” 
Noting prev iou s criticism by 
others of the 2,270-page lex icon, 
which was regarded as a literary 
milestone when it came ou t in 
September at $47.50 for the bu ck­ 
ram-bou nd editon, the lawy ers’ 
Jou rnal said: 
"The most seriou s indictment of 
the new dictionary . . . is that it 
has u tterly abdicated any role as 
ju dge of what is good English 
u sage. We join in what seems to 
be a general feeling that this 
abdication of responsibility for the 
standards of the langu age is de­ 
plorable.” 


AS A SAMPLE 
of what is 
meant, the Jou rnal ex plained: 
"Perhaps the most flagrant ex ­ 
ample of lex icographic irresponsi­ 
bility is the u ndiscriminating list­ 
ing of ‘that most monstrou s of all 
non-words, irregardless.’ The sec­ 
ond edition of Webster’s referred 
to this as erroneou s or hu morou s. 
As far as the New Webster’s is 
concerned this meaningless v erbal 
bastard is ju st as legitimate as 
any other word in the diction­ 
ary .” 
A defense of the dictionary — 
the first u nabridged one issu ed by 
the G.&C. Merriam, Co. in 27 
y ears — has come from the firm’s 
headqu arters in Springfield, Mass. 
Harris A d r i a n c e, adv ertis­ 
ing manager, reflecting v iews of 
the editor, Dr. Philip B. Gov e, 


rejected the abdication charge. 
He said the dictionary carried 
more than 50,000 labels telling 
whether a word was slang, su b­ 
standard, u su ally considered v u l­ 
gar, and so on. 
Asked whether it seemed ironic 
that lawy ers — ofttimes the au th­ 
ors of ex ceedingly u nattractiv e 
prose — were attacking su ch word 
ex perts as dictionary editors, Mr. 
Adriance cried a ringing: 
"Absolu tely right!” 


THE ABA JOURNAL, deploring 
the dictionary ’s alleged abandon­ 
ment of “any attempt to distin­ 
gu ish 
between 
good 
and 
bad 
u sage," gav e fu rther details of its 
case: 
"Thu s ‘like’ and ‘as’ are shown 
as v irtu ally interchangeable; 
as 
also are ‘infer’ and ‘imply ,’ and 
’enormity ’ a n d ‘enormou sness.’ 
According to the new dictionary 
one may add to almost any word 
the su ffix ‘ize’ to make it into a 
v erb (e.g. ‘concretize a program’) 
or, in the Madison Av enu e man­ 
ner, add the su ffix ‘wise’ for an 
adjectiv al or adv erbial effect (e.g. 
‘How is he dollarwise?’).” 
The lawy ers’ Jou rnal argu ed 
also that the new dictionary ’s at­ 
titu de remov ed a v alu ed u mpire 
from the field: 
"It has been cu stomary in the 
past to believ e that it is the fu nc­ 
tion of a good dictionary to pro­ 
v ide standards by which to test 
the v alu es in ou r v erbal cu rrency . 
Many an argu ment both in cou rt 
and ou t concerning the proper u se 
and meaning of words has been 
settled 
by 
resort 
to 
a 
good 
dictionary .”

The lemming a mou selike ani­ 
mal of Scandinav ia, has the same 
trou bles as

liv ed in a shoe.” Lemmings hav e 
so many y ou ngsters they "don’t 
know what to do.” Ev ery few 
y ears lemming colonies get ov er- 
popu lated. Starv ation forces the 
little animals to leav e home. No­ 
thing stops their desperate march, 
not ev en the ocean. They ju mp 
right in, to their death—v ictims 
of their o wn "popu lation ax ploa- 


the sev en-y ear plan, ending in 
1965. 
Mr. Khru shchev has dev oted 
considerable time to the problem 
of raising farm produ ction in the 
Sov iet Union. The precision with 
which the costly Sov iet jamming 
apparatu s swu ng into cou nterac­ 
tion against the President’s recital 
of U.S. ov erprodu ction indicates, 
according to informed officials, 
that this nerv e-end of the Sov iet 
sy stem may be more painfu l than 
prev iou sly known. 
Last y ear, when President Ken­ 
nedy made his first State of the 
Union speech before Congress, it 
was broadcast to the Sov iet Union 
and the Commu nist bloc withou t 
any noticeable jamming at all. 
This y ear, the section on agricu l­ 
tu re and the following other por­ 
tions were marked for heav y 
jamming: 
1. All references to the Peace 
Corps and the Food-for-Peace pro­ 
gram. 
2. The section on the "Alliance 
for Progress,” the program for 
economic dev elopment of Latin 
America. 
3. The section u rging a "reu - 
tral and independent” Laos. 
4 . References to the Atlantic 
commu nity and the common mar- 
ket. 
Conspicu ou sly not jammed, ac­ 
cording to the now-completed su r­ 
v ey by the United States Informa­ 
tion Agency , were the portions 
dealing with the Berlin crisis. 
In the past, the costly jam­ 
ming apparatu s often has not been 
pu t in action to block speeches 
and comments by the President. 
Sev eral weeks ago. President Ken- 
endy permitted Alex ei Adzhu bei, 
Mr. Khru shchev ’s son-in-law and 
the editor of Izv estia, to inter­ 
v iew him. With minor and in­ 
significant changes, 
the 
entire 
transcript of the interv iew was 
reprodu ced in Izv estia and cir­ 
cu lated freely arou nd the Sov eit 
Union. 
Accordingly , the ev idence taken 
by the USIA on the mamming 
pattern against the President’s 
speech to Congress seemed to 
demonstrate a special sensitiv ity . 
It does not, howev er, mean that 
the President words, ev en thos* 
fammed, failed to get throu gh. 


THE USIA has calcu lated that 
ev en when the Sov iet Union opens

How the Sov iet jammers knew 
ex actly at what points to cu t in 
with their jamming static was 
rot certain. The sy stem apparent­ 
ly works in su ch a way that So­ 
v iet monitors at the 2,000 to 2,500 
jamming stations can trigger their 
own jamming transmitters the 
moment the incoming broadcast 
hits a tender theme.

Moscow,

cou rse, Sov iet officials cou ld spot 
qu ickly the portions to be jammed 
and so inform their jamming 
stations.

COCOA BEACH. Fla. - I sat 
in the darkness of a Florida night 
and talked to an attractiv e blonde

And I learned more abou t the 
Cape, in some way s, than I had 
in two day s of ru nning in and ou t 
of press headqu arters. 
It was dark, all right, bu t not 
too dark to see the foam on the 
breakers on the beach below or 
to see that she was a blonde. 
My wife probably will take a 
ribbing ov er this. Bu t the blonde 
and I did hav e company . There 
were Smoky , her dog, and Mav ­ 
erick, her cat. She will hav e to 
remain the "nameless blonde,” 
howev er, for she is employ ed on 
the Cape. 
And I can’t report ev ery thing 
she told me abou t what goes on 
there. We shared a common in­ 
terest in Ohio, incidentally , for 
she was a former stu dent at 
Miami Univ ersity at Ox ford. 


AS WE TALKED, we sat and 
watched the thin jewel-like string 
of lights at the edge of the ocean 
which marks the lau nch pad area 
of the Cape at night. 
She ex plained that when a green 
light was seen it meant there was 
no bird (missile) on the pad. 
When a y ellow or orange light 
was discernible there was a bird 
on the pad, bu t the lau nch was 
not imminent. When

lights 
flickered on and off (as they 
were while we watched) the shoot 
cou ld come at any time.

There are a great nu mber of 
newspaper, radio and TV teams 
at work here and so, occasionally , 
lone wolv es like Du dley and ma 
get together to pooi ou r efforts 
so as better to compete with tha 
teams. 
In ou r case it tu rns ou t to be 
an international mu tu al assistance 
program. 
Du dley is news director of ra­ 
dio station CJOB in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, Canada. He is sending 
spot news cov erage back to Ca­ 
nadians in the prov inces of Brit­ 
ish Colu mbia, Alberta, Saskatch­ 
ewan, Manitoba and Ontario.

the feat accomplished last y ear 
by the Ru ssian cosmonau ts Gher­ 
man Titov and Yu ri Gagarin.

The postponement was a bitter 
d isappointment to the hu nd red s of 
technicians, engineers and scien­ 
tists inv olv ed in the project. 
Also d isappointed were more 
than 600 newsmen here from the 
United States and 15 foreign na 
tions to cov er the historic firing, 
crowd s 
who 
gathered 
on 
the 
beaches near the Cape, and per­ 
haps millions more across the na­ 
tion who were watching on tele 
v ision when the shot was called 
off. 
A recov ery fleet of 24 ships and 
60 planes stru ng ou t across the 
Atlantic Ocean from the Cape to 
the west coast of Africa will re 
main on station u ntil the lau nch­ 
ing is tried again. 
Minu tes after the postponement 
was annou nced , technicians began 
d u mping the v olatile liqu id ox y gen 
from the Atlas’ fu el tanks. Great 
clou d s of steam rose from the 
base of the rocket as the fu el 
pou red ou t. 
Glenn was reported in good 
spirits throu ghou t his fu tile wait. 
He rested easily and his breathing 
was normal. 
At the time the shot was called 
off, the cou nt stood at 20 minu tes. 
The ru gged , 
16 8-pou nd astro­ 
nau t was awakened at 2 a m. He 
showered , 
shav ed 
and

hearty breakfast of poached eggs, 
steak, caffein-free coffee, orange 
ju ice, toast and jelly .

Remember those roots, corms, 
•nd tu bers y ou stored last fall? 
Better ex amine them 
now for 
signs of decay or sev ere dry ing, 
adv ises Marv in Carbonneau . Ohio 
State Univ ersity Ex tension flori­ 
cu ltu rist. 


Carbonneau su ggests y ou check 
on dahlia and begonia tu bers, 
canna and caladiu m roots, and 
gladiolu s corms. 
If they show 
signs of rot, cu t away the soft 
portion and allow the cu t to dry 
before retu rning the plant parts 
to storage. If decay is sev ere, 
mov e plant parts to a drier place 
If roots and tu bers show signs 
of shriv eling, it means they are 
too dry . Moisten slightly the ma­ 
terial in which the plant parts 
•re stored. Don’t get the material 
too wet or the roots and tu bers 
may rot, he say s. 


Planning Vegetable Garden 
When the new seed catalogs 
•tart giv ing y ou gardening fev er 
it’s time to begin planning y ou r 
19 6 2 v egetable garden. Right now 
isn’t too early to plan, say s E. C. 
Wittmey er, Ohio State Univ ersity 
Ex tension horticu ltu rist. 
Here *re some pointers to con­ 
sider 


1. Choose crops to fit av ailable 
tpace 
If y ou rs is a “postage 
stam p” garden, don’t figu re on 
a lot of mu skmelons, cu cu mbers, 
•weet com. or other v egetables 
which req u ire mu ch space for 
what 
they 
produ ce. Tomatoes, 
•nap beans, carrots, onions, beets, 
tu rnips, and lettu ce will giv e y ou 
more v egetables from the same 
sized plot 


2. Grou p v egetables according 
to growing seasons and growth 
characteristics. 
Plant perennial 
crops, su ch as asparagu s, rhu ­ 
barb. and berries, along one side 
of the garden. 
3. Make su ccessiv e plantings for 
a continu ou s su pply of fresh v ege­ 
tables. Ex amples:: 
two or three 
plantings of leaf lettu ce and rad­ 
ishes a week or 10 day s apart in 
the spring, and another planting 
in the fall: two plantings of car­ 
rots, 
beets, 
and cabbage, 
one 
early in the spring, another in 
su mmer; 
sev eral 
plantings 
of 
•weet com and snap beans. 
There are abou t 45 different 
kinds of v egetables y ou can raise 
in Ohio, 
Wittmey er say s, 
bu t 
many of these are not grown 
becau se gardeners are not fam­ 
iliar with them. Here’s a list of 
some less common ones he su g­ 
gests y ou try ju st for fu n: broc­ 
coli,
